This change in strategy is evidently intended 
to undercut the commission's position that the prospect 
of early achievement of the CAP requires decisions 
now on "independent” community revenues and control 
of these funds by the European Parliament. The

UN : ^Secretary General Thant is considering a 
reorganization of the top staff of the UN that is likely 
to revive controversies over balanced representation 
such as occurred during the ’’troika” argument during 
1960-61. He wants a full deputy and three additional 
deputies --above the level of the present undersecre- 
tary general- -responsible for the political, the eco- 
nomic and social, and administrative areas respec- 
tively. Thant told an assistant he proposed to discuss 
his plan with the five permanent Security Council 
members early in 1966 and after receiving their re-
